1 Ieee in any part 
of the body of course 
require prompt attention. 
Delays may be dangerous. 
Special care, however, must 
be given to those occurring 
in. the hands, since, unless 
they ‘are properly cared for, 
they may result in per- 
manent disability which 
naturally interferes with a 
person's—ability-to-carn—a 
livelihood. . 


Dr Loudon, ond his co- 
workers, of England, | believo 
that surgical treatment.on jhe 
hand should be given early in 
order to keep the Infection from 
spreading and to permit prampt 
healing. = ° 


The surgical treatment con: 
sists of opening the Infected 
aren and allowing the infected 
material to drain out, getting 
rid of all dead tissues, sewing 
up the wound, and giving treat- 
ment with: penicillin. Further-. 
more, the involved part must 
be kept Immovable juntil com- 
plete henling takes place. § 


This type of treatment 
shortens the heallng time to 
about cight days in cases where 
there was no loss of skin 
tissues, and to about 20 days In 
eases where skin tissucs were 
destroyed. This ‘fsa much 
shorter healing period than is 
usually expected in conditions 
of this type. 


Ponicillin Injoction 


Before operation on a number 
of patients studied, the involved 
part’ wus made immovable with 
a plaster cast or splint, and the 
patient was. Riven’ a’ large 
nmount of vitamins A, C and D, 
together with plenty of fluids, 
Every three hours the patient 
was given, an Injection of peni- 
clllin into a muscle, The opera: 
tlon was ‘done os soon as tho’ 
patient's general condition was 
satisfactory, qnd: the infection, 
was Hmited to one area: 
tho infection was opened . 
the-dead tissues removed, penl- 
cillin. powder was dusted lightly 
into the areca. : : 


Following the operation, @ 
cast wos put on to keep tha 
part Immovable until complete 
healing occurred. “Active excr- 
clse of the parts not in the enst 
was. encournged. It was also 
important to keep the arm 
raised during the healing time. 


For five days after. the opera: 
tlon, penicillin was given twice 
a day, .The stitches were’ lett 
In place for nt Tenat seven: days. 
As soon asthe wound was heal- 
ed, the patient was encouraged 
to movo the fingers. .

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N July 1928, Stalin was 
| still insisting that in- 

dividual cultivation of 
the fand must be supported, 
and collectivisation . would 
be a mistake. But by. Octo- 
ber Stalin had reversed him- 
self and Bucharin, Rykov, 
nnd Tomsky were being con- 
demned as bourgeois liberals 
desiring the restoration of 
capitalism. Stalin was pre- 
paring to sponsor super-in- 
dustrialisation, collectivisa- 
tion, liquidation of the 
Kulaks, and sauvage coercion 
of the peasantry. | 


The Kulaks, were holding the 
government to ransom; less and 
less food was procurable in the 
towns, and the workers began to 
suffer. Grain stocks were seized 
from the Kulaks and the middle- 
elass peasants, Those they em- 


| ployed ‘found themselves. with-- 
out work, since the Kulaks saw 


no point in cultivating large 
farms if the produce was to be 
confiscated. 


By December 1928, 
cards were introduced, uncem- 
ployinent increased, and real 
-waytes —fell.—Fored—buying—from 
the peasants at un unremunera- 
tive price and heavier taxes on 
the Kulaks did not solve the 
problem. 


‘Hid Their Grain 


HE peasants hid their grain 

or refused to sow it, and mur- 
dered the Party functionuries 
who seized their crops, Coercion 
and intimidation were linpractic- 
uble unless the peasants were 
herded together like the workers 
in the factories. Collective 
farming was therefore ordered 
by decrce—collectivisation with 
equipment suitable only — for 
small-scale farming, with © the 
object of getting al the peasiints 
together under the control of 
the secret police so that they 
could be forced fo Inbour. 


bread 


In November 1929, Stalin or- 
dered the liquidation of the 
Kulaks as a class, and the 
establishment of collective farms 
everywhere and for cveryonc. 
He had decided to solve . the 
ngeicultural problem “in oR 
socialist sense” by violence and 
terror. : 


Also, Stalin — simultancously 
Inaugurated the Five Year Plan 
for industrinl development, The 


peasants were expected to work 


practically. for nothing, since the 
government. could “not supply 
them wlth clothing ond other 
manufactures of prime necessity, 


Then began the ‘ wholesale 
murder of" the Kulaks .by the 
Soviet’ state, unparalleled” in 
history for Its cruelty. T ure 
the: word deliberately. . Whole 
familles—-men, women, éhildren- 
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and bables—were thrown out of 
their homes, thelr persunal pos- 
sessions seized and even their 
warm clothing torn off of them. 
Then, packed Into unhented 
cattle cars In winter, they were 
sent off to Siberia or other waste 
parts of the Soviet Union, 


Women and children perished, 
Hundreds of thousands — of 
peasants were herded off to the 
timber prison. camps in the 
Arctic regions, to dic Uke files 
from hunger, cold and exhaust- 
‘ing labour, whipped by the 
-OGPU guards _and treated like 
the slaves of Pharaoh or of an 
Asiatic tyrant. * 


Arrest Of Kulaks 


HEN the father of a Kulnk 

family was arrested, all 
food in the house was. con- 
fiscated, down to the last-sack 
of flour. The wife and children 
were left to starve to death, 
Mothers sometimes killed their 
babies to save them from linger- 
Ing death by famine, ° 


Many motives—fanatical faith, 
fear, sadism, revenge—played 
thelr, role in ‘this horrible 
massacre of .the innocents by 
famine and the firing squad: 
Jews who remembered old

of ground to grow vegetables, 
fruit and o little grain. The 

Peasant was also allowed to own 
n plg, a cow or a goat. On 
_ this allotment (“he can work 
alter hours for his own -benefit. 
_ Bitter experience has taught 
Vin he caiinot raise his standard 
of life. since a jealous govern- 
ment -will in one way or aon- 
other’ deprive’ him of all 
profit of his labours. 

In the following years the 
peasants naturally spent all 
‘the time they dured. on cul- 
tivating the little personal plots 
of land, This budding of private 
enterprise was blighted by the 
government by a series of de- 
crees In 1939. 

These decrees declared 
the peasant's, private allotment 
had been converted Into -the 
main source of income of the 
collective farmer.. Consequently 
work on the collective farms 
had been neglected.

000 annually from wealthy 
and prominent victims was 
today reported to have been 
“uncovered as thg result of 
an inquiry into a plot to 


tap the wires of city offi- 
cials.” ' 


The World Telegram said it 
learned of the blackmalt ring in 
high polico quarters and that 
Mayor Willlam O'Dwyer would 
confirm Its existence at a con- 
ference of tho city's Democratic 
Congressmen summoned for tho 
City Hall next Saturday moru- 
Ing, Representatlve Emmanuel 
Celler sald in the Telegram. 
“This conference fs all lm- 
portant. I will not fall to at- 
tend." 


The blackmail gang's activi- 
tles ‘were uncovered when the 
police started an ‘Intensive In- 
quiry into wire tapping os a 
result. of the discovery that 
some official phones in New 
York City were tampered with 
and that there was an apparent 
plot to extend this wire tapping 
to Detroit and Chicago. Smooth- 
ly functioning, the extortion 
gang operated mainly on the 
basis of information provided by 
staf! members of leading hotels 
and private clubs, The tipsters 
operated without the know- 
ledge of their employers.

in the United States’ sccu- 
rity, through which at 
least one picce of refined 
uranium was smuggled to 
Mexico, was under investi- 
gation by American and 
Mexican secret agents. 

The Mexican authorities found 
uranium—a eylindrical slug 
about two and a’ half Inches 
song, an inch in -daumeter and 
weighing 220 grams—~—In the 
possession’ of a Mexican ac- 
tained by a highway patrolman. 
it) was not known if other 
atomle material hnd been sinug- 
gled out of the United States, 

it was learned . that Federal 
Burenu of Investigation agents 
in the United States were 
working. an’ two leads which 
thay hoped would disclose the 
origin ox the leak. . 

A scientific analysis of the 
urnnium found Indicated it 
probably had been stolen from 
a laboratory somewhere In the 
chain of the United States’ 
atomic energy production. 

It was learned that tests 
showed the material | was 
uranlum of a purity not ob- 
tainaNle in Mexico. It apparent- 
ly wos “natural” uranium — a 
mixture of that which explodes’ 
and that which docs not. 

News of the discovery clec- 
trified United Stntes Embassy 
ofliclals. The Mexican Forcign 
OMfice offered full co-operation in 
an effort to trace the origin of 
the material. It was belleved 
the detained man probably was 
only a go-between, but the in- 
vestiguting authorities here so 
far have been unable to trace:
